Sterling City Submerged---Five Miles 
of Railroad Track Under 
Water. 


The Ice and Waves Carry Away 
Two Iron Bridges at Elgin 
City.

Kane City Damaged to the Extent of 
Nearly $300,000—Elgin City, $109,- 
000—Extensive Destruction 
by the Floods. 


CHICAGO, April 20.—The dispatches from 
along the Rock Riverin Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin state that itis higher than ever known be- 
fore, and is doing an immense amount of 
damage. At Sterling, Ill., it is twelve feet 
above low water mark and - still 
rising for twenty-four hours. The immense 
manufacturing interests of Rock Falls, oppo- 
site Sterling,have been threatened with com- 
plete destruction, and night and day hundreds 
of men have worked for dear lifeto protect 
their bulkheads and raceway. If the water 
should rise another footthe loss would be 
enormous. 

The lower part of Sterling is flooded. The 
Fair Grounds 

ARE SUBMERGED, 
and the distilleries, with hundreds of cattle, 
are onan island with the water crowding 
dangero usly on all sides. The Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad track for five miles is 


completely covered with water and much of 
it is washed away. The track between Clin- 
ton and Dixon has been aband oned and there 
is no communication with the outside world 
except by telegraph. The river between 
Sterling and Erie has overflowed and is 
covering the country for many miles, and if 
it continues rising the destruction will be 
fearful. Thousands of anxtous peopte tine the 
river banks watching the fearful flood which 
at times runs in wavesthbree or four feet 
high. At Fort Atkinson, Wis., all the low 
lands near the river are flooded, and the ice 
comes down in huge chunks, crushing 
the bridges and every obstacle 
in its path. The water is within 
within afew inches of the top of the piers of 
City bridge, and the ice has already moved 
the bridge over a foot on its foundation. 
and broken two stringers. The Chicago and 
Northwestern bridge 1s much damaged and is 
pronounced dangerous to travel. 
AT ROCKFORD 

all the dwellings on Lomoos, Sanliago, Wall, 
Morgan and Knowlton streets are flooded with 
water, in many cases running into the win- 
dows, and people have been forced to leave 
their homes. The Register office 
is a feet deep in water and oth- 
ers nearly as bad. The water 
is 22 inches higher than the jhigh waterfmark 
of ’77. The river is 

TWO MILES WIDE 
at several places north and south of here and 
many farmers have large flelds of winter 
wheat five feet under water, while meadows 
are equally flooded above Elgin. The 
Fox River broke its gorge and 
dam and the ice and water. tore 
down the dams at Carpentersville 
and Dundee, and at Elgin the river rose two 
feet above high water mark, breaking the 
dam, sweeping away the fine iron bridge and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad 
bridge just south of the city, taking barns 
and outf{houses and flooding the stores, the 
basements and first fioors in the chief streets. 
The damage so far is $75,000 to $100,000, and 
another ice gorge threatens the city with 
further havoc. All the mills, manufactories 
and water powers have suspended ee, 
indefinitely. It is estimated that the water 
has damaged property in Kane county alone 
$200,000 to $300,000. At Beloit there 
has been some damage and great apprehen- 
sion, butthe worst damage seems over. The 
newspaper Offices work with afoot of water 
under them, 


The Enormous Damage. 
CHicAGO, April 20.—The water in the 
southwestern part of the city is still 
rising, and it is now above _ the 
high water mark of ¢ 1847, the 
highest point ever reached. The only addi- 
tional damage reported is the flooding of 


Griffin & Connelly’s ice-house, on the canal 
bank at Willow Spring. 

The Evening Journal’s Elgin, Illinois, 
special says: The railroad track 
is four feet under water and _ the 
trains cannot pass over inside of ten 
days. The bridges are badly demoral- 
ized here and at Dundee. The damage 
in Kane county is $300,000, but it is thought 
the river cannot rise higher, and most of the 
flood is over. The damage in Elgin yesterday 
afternoon aggregated 

$150,000 TO $200,000. 

The chief items were the breaking of the 
Elgin Hydraulic Company’s dam and the race 
banks—$24,000; the destruction of the Chi- 
cago street bridge, $380,000; Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul bridge, $1,000. 

The Evening Journal’s Omaha special says 
the water in the Missouri River stands to-day 
19 feet 9 in., and is still going slowly up. The 
Iumberyardmen are preparing for the 
worst again, but business on the bottoms 
is still progressing except at the smelting 
works. Itseems hardly possible the water 
can reach the altitude of a few days ago. 

The Worst Not Come Yet. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
OMAHA, April 20.—The Missouri has reach- 
ed the height of nineteen feet nine inches to- 
day, anditis still rising slowly. No indus- 


tries onthe bottom are flooded yet, except 
the Smelting Works, though the lumber 
men are adopting precautionary measures to 
protect their stock. Rain fell during last 
night, accompanied by terrific thunder and 
lightning. Can’t tell yet how serious the 
flood may. prove, but it is evident that the 
worst has not come yet. 


Destroyed by Fire. 
SAN MARCIAL, N. M., April 19.—At 6 o’clock 
this evening a fire broke out ina billiard

burned, the explosion causing the people to 
retire from the seene. The fire is supposed 
to have been the work of an incendiary. 


WINTER WHEAT. 


The Crops Said to Be in the Most 
Favorabie Condition. 

CHICAGO, April 20.—The reports collected 
within ten days from every county in Kansas 
regarding the crops show thaton the whole 
the winter wheat cropisin excellent condi- 
tion—better than usual at this season. The 
erop now depends upon rains. The past few 
days have been exceedingly hot and windy, 
and in some places the dirt has been blown 
so astoexpose the roots of wheat to the 
scorching sun* But little damage has been 
sustained as yet. 

Good warm rain would be of incalculable 
benefit. The farmers say with favorable 
weather the crop will be the largest ever 
harvested in Kansas, The spring wheat crop 
appears tobe in a favorable condition. In 
seventeen counties its condition is 
poor. In forty-three it is a poor 
crop, and little confidence is feltinit. The 
aggregute acreage of rye is rather limited and 
the reports as a whole are quite favorable,

LIFE IN CUBA. 


A Picture of Hayana—How the Cubans 
Liye and Move. 
Chas. A. Dana in New York Sun. 


Cuba is one of the fairest lands under the 
light of the sun, and one of the healthiest. 
The is probably no other pouatty in the trop- 
ics where people of Northern birth can live 
more safely. It is true there is yellow fever 
in Havana at all times, and in the summer it 
becomes epidemic; but this is the effect of 
Jocal causes. For a winter residence for 
Northern people ncthing can be more delight- 
ful than the Cuban climate. Through Febru- 
ary this vear the average of the thermometer 
was about 70, and there was only one day of 
rainy ,unpleasant weather. Still, the climate Is 
never a bracing one. Even in winter a white 
man cannot do as much hard work as he 
ean in Pennsylvania or Iowa; and in summer 
he must rest during the middle of the day. — 

Havanais a very attractive citv of semi- 
Moorish aspect. Itis built on the western 
slope of a long and narrow Way. The declivity 
is sufficient to insure good drainage. The 
streets are narrow and the sidewalks are often 
only wide enough for asingle person. The 
houses are built of stone, amd the older ones 
are generally of one story. They are painted 
light blue and yellow. The roots in many 
eases are of red tiles. In the intense sunlight 
of the day, the general effect is exceedingly 
bright and gay. The public promenades are 
charming, with their handsome drives,smooth 
walks, fountains, 
cal flowering shrubbery. In the evening they 
are brilliantly lighted and filled with throngs 
of people, sitting, walking, talking, smoking, 
listening to the music, enjoying the soft, deli- 
cious air. The picture is like that of the 
Boulevards of Paris, except thatit is broader 
more varied, less crowded and less noisy. 

The sewage of the city is all carried into the 
long and narrow harbor. The mouth of this 
harbor is less than balfa mple wide, and the 
rise and fall of the tide is only one or two feet. 
Accordingly, there is no current outward, and 
during the hot weather of summer the con- 
tents of the bay stagnate and ferment. Hence 
malaria, yellow fever andthe unhealthiness of 
the town. Engineers sav that it might be 
ebanged at no great expense by cuttinga 
eana! fromthe head of the harbor north- 
westwardly tothe sea, producing a current 
and changing continually the waters of the 
harbor. 

The cabs of Havana are Victorias with one 
horse, cafrying two persons. The horses are 
a small, active, native breed. There are 
thousands of these ca!-s,and no one has to wait 
to find one. The drivers are honest beyond the 
wont of their trade. I did not bear of anin- 
stance of one attempting toextortfrom a for- 
cigner more than his lawful fare. The price 
of acrivetoany part of the city, whether 
there are one ortwo persous in the cab, is 
forty cents in paper or twenty cents in coin. 

Cock fights area regular institution all 
over Cuba. In every viilage festival] they play 
apart. Sunday appeirs to be a favorite day 
fortbem, and I heard of country priests going 
fromthe altar toacock fight. In Havana 


’ there are also bull fights cn Sundays, when 


the placards say the bulls are fought to the 
death; but, 1 did not have an opportunity to 
attend any of these exercises. The cock- 
fighting people are said to be especially gen- 
tleand kindly; though for that matter bru- 
tality and rufianism seemed to be absent ev- 
erywhere. 

Hotels in.Cuba are dirty. There is noclean 
hotel in Havana, and those most frequented 
by foreigners scem, if possible, to be the dir- 
liest. -Itis said that in visiting any place 
where Spanish is the language the sufe way 
, Justice, howev- 
er, requires me to declare that the Hotel 
Cabarrouy at San Diego is the perfection of 
neatness in most of its arrangements, as it is 
of exccllenceinthetable. With one or two 
improvements it would become worthy of 


‘unqualified commendation. 


The usage everywhere is to begin the day, 
say at 6 o’clock in the morning, With a couple 
of fresh oranges and a cup of coffee with su- 
garand milk. Breakfast, a very substantial 
meal, With wine and a desert of sweetmeats, 
follows at about 11, and dinner from 6 to 7. 
The best cooks are Chinese. 

There is a great deal of dram drinking 
among the people. Gin is the favorite liquor, 
and large quantities of it are sold, but I did 
not see anywhere a drunk¢n man. Smoking, 
is as universal and constant as breathing, but 
I saw no ladies smoking, though no one re- 
frains from smoking because they are present. 
Cigarettes are more frequently used than 
cigars. No apology is required for introdue- 
ing them, and no one asks his visitor or com- 
punion 10 join him in smoking because he 
assumes that the visitor has his own tobacco 
in his pocket and would light bis cigarette if 
he wished to do so. The only 
places where one can’t smoke are the 
churches and the theaters. At the opera I 
saw aman who had begunto smoke in the 
parquet compelled to quit the indulgence; 
but at the same time a cloud of smoke blown 
from ene of the private boxes back of the 
} roscenium excited no attention whatever. 
In the railroad cars everybody smokes with- 
out restraint and a special car for the purpose 
would be ridiculous. 

There are few railroads in Cuba, and some 
ofthetmare in good condition. The first- 
class curs have cane seats, and all the ears 
sre shabby. In some cases, however, the 
road bed issmooth andin good order. The 
trains ure slow.

A Pennsylvania Coal Miner Performs 
Extraordinary Feats of Strength,

He stands six feet one inch in his socks, tips 
the beam at 296 pounds, measures 58 inches 
across the chest, is so well proportioned that 
his size does not appear remarkable, and is as 
straight asa rush. Ryan was born in the 
county of Cork, Ireland, but has lived in this 
country since boyhood. He is of quiet dis- 
positicn, fortunately, and possessed of tre- 
mendous bodily strength. His biceps meas- 
ure 2linches, and the rest of his limbsin 
arg egayery He is now over 60 years of age, 

ut is still possessed of extraordinary 
strength. He has since his youth worked in 
the mines, and his companions tell wonderful 
stories of feats of strength performed by him. 
He goes to his work, winter and summer, in 
his shirt-sleeves. Years ago, before he turned 
ovér a new leaf and settled down, he drank 
five gallons of whisky and one-half barrel of 
porter everv week. . 

This is vouched for by men who have 
known him for twenty years. This amount 
of liquor seems large enough to have' killed 
even a stronger man than Ryan, but he sur- 
vived the strain, and to-day,in spite of his 
vears and the ill-treatment his constitution 
has received, is the strongest man in this part 
of the State. Some years ago Ryan was in 
Pottsville with a friend, when their atteation 
was called to a lifting machine in charge of a 
traveling showman, who was inviting the 
passers-by totry their lifting capacity. The 
capacity of the machine was 1,000 pounds. 
Ryan was asked by his friend if he could lift 
thatamount. ‘I can break the machine, 
man,’’ he replied. The owner of the lift heard 


» the remark, and offered to give $% to the man 


who could lift 1,000 pounds or break the ma- 
chine. Ryan braced himself and lifted for all 
that wasinhim. He broke the machine, and, 
strange to say, he got the §. 

He works at Pine Forest Coiliery. One day 
not very long ago, as he came outof the mine, 
he noticed a piece of cast iron weighing 1,100 

ounds lying on the ground. A friend joking- 

v asked him to liftit. He lifted it, much to 
the astonishment of the lookers-on, all of 
whom knew of his greatstrength. As stated, 
he is peacefully inclined. Whenever he sees 
trouble brewing he gently takes a belligerent 
in each hand, andif thev refuse to listen to 
reason, bumps ome against the other until 
they cry enough and agree to a peaceful set- 
tlement. He was standing on the track one 
day with his back against atrip of loaded 
cars—in the mine—when another trip dashed 
around a curve, and was upon him before he 
could jump from thetrack. He braced his 
back against the stationary trip and received 
the other with his outstretched hands. He 
broke the force of thecollision, but feels the 
strain he received to this day. An ordinary 
man in the situation would have been crushed 
to death. He comes from a family noted for 
creat bodily strength. His mother is still 
alive. Some years ago she cawied a barrel 
of flour from the store of Fox Brothers, on 
Centre street, to her home in St. Clair.

HOMER’S ISLAND. 


Scio, the Scene of the Late Terrible 
EKarthquake, 


From the New York Tribune. 


The Island of Scio is in some measure to the 
literary pilgxint of the world at large what 
Stratford-upon-Avon is to the Anglo-Saxons. 
The pilot of any of the numerous steamers 
that plough the waters of the Aigean on their 
way from Constantinople to t will point 
out to the traveler a huge rock which, moun- 
tain-like, detaches itself from the mainland 
about three miles north of Scio. “That is the 
School of Homer,’’ says he; ‘“‘from its sum- 
mit the blind bard sang to the Homerides the 
fallof Llium.’’ Eventhough the traveler 
knows that in all probability those ruins are 
nothing but the remains of a temple devoted 
to Cybele, the impression produced upon his 
mind by those simple words will never be 
effaced, Indeed, he will wish that his knowl- 
edge were less, and that he could wholly 
abandon himself tothe poetical influence of 
tradition. 

But the gods of Homer seem to have for- 
saken this enchanting island. Less than sixty 
years ago it wus the scene of one of the most 
tragic events in history. Longing for inde- 
pendence, the noble Sciotes had joined their 
Greek brethren in the revolution which, as 
they hoped, was to deliver them from the 
yoke of the Turks. Mahmoud II. denounced 

‘fire, sword and slavery” against the rebels. 
On April 11, 1822, twenty-nine Turkish men 
of war, uuder the orders of Kara-Ali, open- 
ed fire against the defenceless city of Scio. 
The Turks landed, plundered and burned 
whatever they could plunder and burn, and 
slaughtered whomsoever they could lay their 
hands upon, with the exception of young 
women, for whom they reserved a destiny 
worse than death. It has been calculated 
that 30,000 people perished inthe massacre. 
Ofthe other 380,000 inhabitants two-thirds 
saved themselves by migrating to other parts 
of the world; the remaining third—the poor- 
est—by revairing to the mountains, and re- 
turning only totheir villages when Europe 
interfered with Turkish destruction. But a 
greater calamity has now befallen the Homer- 
icisland. Of the forty-five towns and vil- 
lages nothing remains but heaps of broken 
marble, slate and plaster; of the 75,000 inhab- 
itants one-fifth at leust ure said to be buried 
beneath the ruins. 

The writer visited the city of Scio some 
ten vears since. It looked then like an earth- 
ly paradise. Its picturesqueness was extra- 
ordinary even fora Greek city. It was the 
pest built city in the East. The white mar- 
ble houses erected by the Genoese and the 
Venetians, when Genoa and Venice con- 
trolled by turns the tride of the East, were 
models of elegance and comfort. The eyes 
could not rest upon amore charming land- 
scape than that formed by the mixture of old 
and new, of nature and art, of gardens and 
forests, of barren rocks aud verdant valleys, 
of streamlets and seas reflecting the pure lu- 
minous sky, While the glowing colors of the 
Greek attireeverywhere enlivened the natur- 
al beauty of the nutives. The vineyards of 
Scio celebrated by Virgil, Horace, 
Strabo and Pliny, formed at that 
time the wealth of the island. ‘The wine of 
Arvisia was the favorite drink of Cvsar. 
Hortensius had 10,000 casks of it in his cellar, 
and his heir thought more of this portion of 
the inheritance than of all the rest together. 
ven these vineyards are now, perhaps, irre- 
parably destroyed. Svio, Volisso, Pityos 
were also famous throughout the East for 
their factories of silk andfortheir embroid- 
eries in silver and gold, The Sciote women 
used to perform this labor in groups, singing 
and chatting before the gates of their gardens 
or the doors oftheir houses. Andan attrac- 
tive sight it Was to see so many pretty faces 
together, with smiles always ready on their 
lips te greet thetraveler. He was at once 
besieged by a throng of them anxious to sell 
their goods. It was next to impossible to es- 
cape from their grasp without leaving a good 
deal of money in exchange for afew piecesof 
embroidered siik; but they extracted it from 
the traveler’s purse with such bewitching 
grace that he could never regret his weakness. 

The most important industry in the island 
was the culture of the mastic-gum trees. ‘The 
island derives its name from a Syrian word 
Which means mastic-gum. The Scviotes sup- 
plied almost the whole Kast with this aroma- 
tic product, Which Oriental women are so 
fond of chewing, notwithstanding the fact 
that it greatly impairs the beauty oftheir 
teeth, Twenty villages, all situated inthe 
southern part of the island, were oveupied in 
this branch of agriculture. The mastic-gum 
trees, or lentiscs, scattered over the region 
were the property ofthe Sultan. The villa- 
gers had the privilege of cultivating them and 
gathering the gum by paying the Porte a 
yearly tribute of 60,000 pounds of the drug,or 
$6,000 in ready money. The most important 
part of the work is the cleaning of the soil all 
around the trees, so that the gum, in falling 
upon the ground, may not become dirty. The 
most preciots gum is that which is collected 
before it falls from thetree. Itisso pure, 
clear and transparent as to be called *‘tears'” 
The tribute tothe Sultan must be made of 
this quality; itis only in years of bad crops 
when 60,000 pounds can not be collected that 
the Sciotes are permitted to make up the bal- 
ance with the inferior quality, This seldom 
occurs, however, the production averaging 
generally about 500,000 pounds. An Aga is 
sent from Constantinople to oversee the gath- 
ering ofthe crops. The peasants of the is- 
ijand can not sell the mastic-gum to any one 
else. He pays them about forty centsa 
pound, and then sells it for about twice that 
alnount. 


Tough Billiardists.

Morning came, and the early worms 
began to call fortheir matitudinal cocktails 
still the two silent men were chalking an 
firing. Midday waned into darkness, the sun 
descended,the lamps were againlighted, the 
same spectators returned to once more watch 
the anxious players. It was midnight of the 
second day, just twenty-eight hours since 
they began the first game, before, »veary and 
worn out by theirlong siege, théy resolved to 
play no longer. During the whole tourna- 
ment they ceased operations only to partake, 
standing, of refreshments served them in the 
saloon.

He says, knowing the abuses that 
exist in prisons, he always makes it a point 
to visit the jails and trv to find out if there is 
anything he can doto help their occupants. 
Mr. Stephens receives his visitors seated in his 
wheeled shair and wears his broad-brimmed, 
soft, black hat allthetime. He says he got 
in the habit of wearing his hat from having 
suffered from neuralgia in his head and is now 
afraid to go without it, for ,his white hair, 
while thick, is so soft and fiff® that there is no 
warmth in it. He expects to leave for Georgia 
next Wednesday.

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LUNCHEONS AND TERAS. 


Fashionable Features of Afternoon En- 
tertainments. 
From Harper’s Bazar. 

Round tables, holding twenty-eight, at 
which the company seated can see each other 
and **talk across,’’ have been hastily impro- 
vised this winter. The table is brought in 
two pieces by the caterer and fastened to- 
getherin the house. It is then laid on to 
of the ordinary extension table and covere 
with ared cloth, Over this is thrown a white 
damask cover, or one of the new open work 
momie cloth table covers or Dresden-made 
cloth, criss-crossed with open insertion of 
lace or embroidery. ‘This allows_ tne red to 
show through the interstices and has a beau- 
tiful effect; such as we seein the pictures of 
banquets by Gerome and Vibert, who devote 
much attention to elaborate table-cloths in 
their pictures. Thetable is then laid with 
the best china, and glass, and silver, and with 
magnificent flowers as a center-piece: also, 
with a boquet for each lady,with a long ribbon 
attached, on which is painted her name In 
full, with little reticules of silk, highly orna- 
mented, containing bonbons, and often with 
fans; or little Japanese caskets, also holding 
bonbons, are added. These gifts are to be 
tuken home and are laid at the plate. Oysters 
on the half shell, followed by bouillon, are 
served; then cilab or lobster croquettes, 
bouchees a la reine, sweetbreads, filet de 
boeuf, mushrooms on toast, or kindred luxu- 
ries, followed by delicious or Roman punch, 
which is served in litthke pink oo or 
boats, or roses made of china. These are 
sometimes given to guests as wellas the 
fans and boquets; they bave to be taken out 
and washed tirst, however, and brought back. 
Canvas-back duck or some sort of game 
follows the sorbet: then salad, cheese, ices, 
fruits (always including strawberries in early 
spring if they can be brought). Coffee is 
served in the drawing-room. The wines, 
which are freely poss out, are Chateau 
Yquem with the fish; champagne and claret 
and sherrv. These are seldom drank. As 
women can not drink much wine, particularly 
in the middle of the dav, no doubt the wine 
which is poured generally becomes gthe per- 
quisite of the waiters. 

The meal thus becomes a dinner m the mid- 
dle of the dayand is very heavy and lhuwxuri- 
ous. The luncheon occupies from Lt to 3:30, 
and ladies vie with each other as to which 
shall give the handsomest favors and flowers. 
One or two ladies presented baskets of field 
flowers, clovers, daisies, lilies of the vallev, 
grasses, and daffodils, which was the height 
of luxury in February. The daisy now ranks 
as an exotic, although it is the pest of the 
farmerin July. However,. it must be ob- 
served that the splendid roses of the present 
Jacgueminot, Cornelia Cook, Marshal Neil 
and Gloire de Paris are very favorite offer- 
ings. Nothing cam exceed the luxury of New 
York winter flowers. At one luncheon a 
lady offered the old-fashioned palm-leaf fan, 
with roses fastened on the flat surface. Ever 
flirt of the fan broughta breeze laden wit 
perfume. Bands are often stationed in the 
balls to play for these luncheon eaters, so 
that everv sense is gratified. 

Ladies wear always bonnets and: street 
dresses, and generally dark ones. at these 
lunches. The brocaded velvets have-been a 
favorite luncheon dress this winter. The lad 
of the house wears avery handsome dark 
dress, high inthe throat, with long sleeves. 
There is no limit as to expense in dress,, but 
light silks woulda be in bad taste, and white 
bonnets have not been much in favor at these 
morning parties, although so fashionable last 
winter. Jewelry ofa sober pattern.alone is 
admissible. Diamond solitaires only of the 
diamond tribe awe considered in order in the 
day time. 


Agonies of Siberian Exiles. 
jFrom the London Globe. 

The Rooski Courier, which we lately re- 
ceived from Moscow, publishes the following 
intelligence from Yenesaisk, a town in Mid- 
Siberia: ‘‘*Again political exiles are arriv- 
ing,’’ is the word in every one’s mouth.. Nine 
have just arrived; of these six were exiled 
from Moscow by Count Albedinsky,.and are 
under orders to proceed further inland. For 
the moment they are exposed to our‘murder- 
ous climate. ‘We have no mercy to-expect— 
we are forgotten,’ they say to the people. 
Having lost all hope of returning to: Russia, 
they areina most despondent state. Only 
yesterday a girl named Patrooesa attempted 
the third time to commit suicide by. eating lha- 
cifer matches. She was saved by a pronr 
application of remedies; but will; rescue al- 
ways be at hand? We Siberians have seen 
many exiles during our life, but we have nev- 
er seen such grief, such tears, such hopeless- 
nees, as presented by these nine exiles, who 
do not. know their crime, who do not know 
how long they are exiled for, and where their 
destination lies, and who must got write a 
word in their letters about their condition. A 
common eonvict knows what he is tra nsport- 
ed for; his term of imprisonment ‘is told him 
by his gaoler. These wretched political pris- 
oners know nothing. Thev ure !eft in dark 
anxiety and despair. 

‘“‘These are notthbe only sufferers. From 
Kirensk writes a political prisoner: ‘We are 
nine here—all exiles; one of our number has 
just been sent away. His wife, -Mdme. 
Belieff, remains in hospital mad. The exile 
of her husband further into the wilds of Sibe- 
ria drove ber out her of mind.’ From another 
place a political exile writes: “The arrival of 
au fresh exile from Russia to-day has com- 
pletely unbinged me. I work as a smith, re- 
ceiving ashillingaday. WhenI earm noth- 
ing IL live on potatoes and onions. When I 
work in the field I often think of the luxuri- 
ous days of my childhood, when I had no 
thoughtof labor.’ At Balagansk an exile, 
who was once secretary of the Odessa Corpo- 
ration, keeps himself from starving by carry- 
rving about water, at so much the bueket. 
His wife is at Ekaterineslaff, amd his children 
are scattered about Russia. ‘Everywhere 
at Balagansk,’ one writes, ‘may be seen an- 
guisb, and what is worse almost actual star- 
vation. At Popitch the exiles have no money 
toliveon. At Beisk there isa student vlad 
to earn 15s a month. At Verknovarsk twelve 
exiles live huddled together in a tent. These 
are often witbout food.’ ”’

A Remarkable Dwarf Child. 
From La Nature. 

There is now being exhibited im Paris 4 
chiid of remarkably smal! size. She is ouly 
38 centimetres, say 15 inchesin height. Ina 
representation given of her, she stands ona 


‘table and appears only a tittle taller than an 


ordinary quart bottle on the table. True, she 
is only four years old, and it is probable that she 
will yet grow a little. But a new-born child, 
of the average length at 50 centimetres (2) 
inches) would be almost a giant in compari- 
son. 

She is being exhibited at the Cirque Fer- 
nando. There she walks along the gatleries 
where all may see her, and speak with: her 
(the Jatter at least on the rather difficult con- 
dition of bemg able to speak Dutch, her 
native tongue). She was born on the frontier 
of Belgium and Hollamd, a few kilometres 
from Antwerp. 

M. Bertillon giyes a few further particulars 
in our contemporary. Her head, ‘though 
small,is large for ber poor little body. She 
bas avery small pale face with the lines a- 
ready formed. Her plue eyes are not with- 
out intelligence. She has a good crop of tine 
blonde hair. Her teeth are mm very good con- 
dition. Her cephalic index is about 80.8. She 
is very restless, though her walk is dificult 
and embarrassed. She speaks often, in a thin 
voice, and she is fond of the amusements of her 
age. Considering her bad walk, M. Bertillon 
thought at first she was deformed. It ap- 
pears that her vetebral column is normal, but 
her smali thin legs lack supporting force, so 
that they are always bent in walking. It is 
only fourteen months ago that she became 
able to walk alone. 

Exact measurements of the child are short- 
ly to be published in the Bulletin of the 
Societe a’Anthropologie. The calf of thé leg 
atthe thickest part is9.8 ctm.in circum- 
ference. If we remember that the ring of an 
average man is about 7 ctm. incircumference, 
we shall be able to appreciate the thinness 
of this little leg. The limbs are pretty well 
shaped. The feet are somewhat turned out- 
ward. 

The Princess Paulina, as she has been 
named, is the seventh child of her parents, 
who, it seems, are expecting an eighth. Her 
brothers and sisters are of normal size. She 
was born at the ordinary term, and was then 
extraordinary for her small size. She bad not 
grown from birth until quite lately, when she 
gained two finger wiaths in height. Her 
weight is six pounds and a half. 

She enjoys good heaith, and sleeps ten or 
eleven kLours at night; but her little heart 
beats with great rapidity. As she is constantly 
restless, it is a very difficult to ascertain her 

ulse. Applying his ear to her chest, M. 
ertillon counted a hundred pulsations per 
minute. In new born infants the number 
reaches 120. It is remarkable that she has 
passed through an attack of Whooping-cough. 

The general aspect of this child suggests 
that of athreptic children, who do not benetit 
by what they eat. Her sorry exterior is 
happilv counterbalanced by a pretty mobile 
and lively physiognomy. Someone having 
given her a doll, she embraced it with trans- 
port, and seemed delighted to possesss it. . 


EKugenie Toned Down. 
London Letter to Chicago Tribune. 


The memorial cross to be erected on Chis- 
elburst Common to the memory of the Prinve 
Imperial of France 1s now completed. The 
Empress Eugenie, in acknowledging an ad- 
dress informing her of the fact, thanks all 
those who during her residence at Chisel- 
hurst showed so much sympathy toward her. 
She adds that she will never forget the gen- 
erous hospitality which was accorded on two 
occasions, nor the touching unanimity with 
which the residents have raised a monument 
tothe memory ofherson. It is thus, the 
Emyfess concludes, that she leaves with re- 
gret a place of which the recollection will be 


| always united in her heart with the sacred re- 


membrance of those Whoare no more. The 
friendship between the Queen and Eugenie 1s 
eVen Warmer than it was in the days whenthe 
ex-Empress held her gorgeous court atthe 
Tuileries. So close indeed is the intimacy 
that it has excited the evil suspicions of busy- 
bodies. But Eugenie is too much out of the 
world now, and has suffered too heavily of 
late, to entertain any sinister intentions. Be- 
sides, she ust have seenthatthe disintegra- 
tionof the Bonapartists in France, und the 
intense hatred there of the Napoleonic 
dynasty, bave swept away all chance of a res- 
toration of the old and detested dominion. 
For myself, I believe that ber sympathy with 
French affairs was buried forever iu the 
vraye that closed over the vouthful Prince. 
The society of the Queen has at last wrought 
a manifest change in the habits and aspeet of 
the Empress. The souvenirs of the Tuileries, 
the fluttering ribbons and jong-tloating bands 
of crape beheld in the photographs of that 
Impcriad lady which adorn the store windows 
in Kegent street, have given place to the plain 
costume of sorrowing widowhood; the round 
hat, laden with crape bands and favors, to 
the close fitting bonnet; and the flowing skirt, 
cecked With flowers, to the tigbt fitting dress 
unadorned. As with many of her country- 
wemen, ave has crept upon the Empress un- 
awares, and with sudden grasp. The golden 
hair, which, in the davs when all was light 
and sunshine at the Tuileries, was never 
go'den enough, and was therefore powdered 
with gold dust, is now white as silver: and 
the complexion, no longer artificially incrust- 
‘d,is now paleand soft, as Nature intended 
it should be. I have heard more than one 
visitor to Chiselhurst declare that the Em- 
press Eugenie would inspire far more sympa- 
thy pow than amid the hollow splendor with 
which she was once surrounded.

PAUPER JOURNALISM. 

Just now the city of Cleveland is being 
tornup bya terrible row between newspa- 
pers. Mr. COWLES, of the Leader, is an 
eccentric character and he spends the most 
of his time in assaulting the Pope of Rome 
and providing against the supposed schemes 
of the Catholic hierarchy to convert the 
United States into a vast monastery. Mr. 
COWLES’ sanity has been severely questioned 
but Lis integrity bas never been impugned. 
Recently a reporter for an insignificant Cleve- 
land paper, called the Penny Press, visited 
him in  his_ office with a proof sheet 
article reflecting somewhat severely 
upon his character, and there was a 
plain intimation that its publication could be 
prevented by the payment of a small sum. 
The great Pope-crusher rose in his wrath and 
kicked the obstrusive knave down stairs. 
Next day,in relating the circumstance, he 
denounced the Penny Press asa black-matl- 
ing concern. The reckless, irresponsible 
managers of the Penny Press, acting upon the 
theory Which prevails among publishers of 
similar sheets, that sensationalism is the meat 
upon which they can alone fatten, madea 
scurrilous attack upon COWLES and were 
promptly sued and arrested for libel. By 
way of retaliation they had COWLEs arrested 
for speaking of them as blaekmailers, and so 
the trouble goes on. COWLES has a well es- 
tablished newspaper and considerable char- 
acter, andin the end he will certainly tri- 
umph over his assailants. In a majority of 
cases Where attempts have been made in this 
country to establish newspapers on an absurd 
basis of, values, chantage or blackmailing has 
been one of the chief sources of supply. The 
difticulty of producing a pmper and placing it 
before the public at cost, or less than cost, 
naturally forces the publishers into de- 
vious: ways and all sorts of disreput- 
able schemes. There are some hon- 
orable exceptions among the cheap papers 
of the land, for itis possible for a journal of 
this class, afterit has secured an enormous 
(irculation, to live fairly and decently by 
legitimate methods, Take the Chicago News, 
for instance, with its great circulation of 70,- 


000 per day and the New York News, with its 


100,000, and itis plain thata very handsome 
profit can be made by these journals} from 
advertising if not from circulation. But in 
nearly every prominent city of the land there is 
a blotch upon journalism in theshapeof a 
cheap paper, Which from physical reasons and 
lack of brain and character, never ean achieve 
circulation enough to lift it above’ the 
bread and water cordition of things. These 
papers starve their employes and 
struggle and die without’ even (dis- 
turbing the junk market. In life 
they are strident, offensive and virulent, 
mistabhing coarse sensationalism for enter- 
prise, and when their extremity comes they 
are as unrelenting as the daughter of the 
borse-leech in their blackmailing schtmes. 
The more money they lose the more vicious 
and venomous they become toward those who 
are supposed to stand m_ their way. 
It is almost possible to judge by 
the virulence of these papers the meas- 
ure of their credit at the banks. As their 
funds are exhausted and thcir hopes dashed 
their crooked natures are revealed, even as 
the beggar’s sores show through his tattered 
g: rments. . Itis to be regretted that a profes- 
sion whieh holds out sueh brilliant induce- 
ments to menof talent, which wields such 
power and which offer such rewards, should 


' be weighted down by this species of'fungi, 


but the legal profession has its shysters, the 
race-course its ‘*‘welchcrs” andthe cuild of 
the Zingariitsthieves Itis for the public to 
judge between honorabie journalism and that 
which seeks by adventitious means to attain 
ends which are alone the recompense of hon- 
est ambition and properly directed effort. To 
the credit of the publie be it said that its dis- 
cernment is ‘sharp and keen. The sea of 
journalism is strewn with the wrecks of pi- 

atical ‘penny craft dashed to pieces by the 
flerce winds of public disapprobation, and its 
shores are whitened with the bones of men 
allied in attributes and instincts to just such 
social offenders as have been whipped from 
Newgate to Tyburn at the tails of carts, or 
have swung in gibbets from time immemorial, 


ONCE more Mr. JOHN LOGAN, of the United 
States Senate,has publically brought forth evi- 
dence toestablish the fact that he was a 
Union-loving patriot atthe outbreak of the 
war. Inthe face of all the facts Mr. LOGAN

rarely equaled evin in this land of sublime 
impudcnce. The whole country knows that 
prior tothe war LOGAN was a pro-slavery 
Democrat. Southern Illinois was in as thor- 
ough sympathy with the South as the neigh- 
boring State of Kentucky. LOGAN’s speeches, 
up to the time of firing upon Ft. Sumpter, 
were all in keeping with the tone of the con- 
templated rebellion, and when war was finally 
declared several hundred of his neighbors 
.went into the Confederacy and joined its 
armies under the impression that he was 
to be their leader. This can not be denied. 
Whatever influence LOGAN possessed in 
1861 was certainly exerted in behalf of the 
Southern cause. During the _  pro- 
gress of the war while LOGAN, then a Union 
General, was at home on an electioneering 
tour, he made a famous speech at the town of 
Carlinville. During the performance a woman 
in the audience, a near relative of the speak- 
er, stood on one of the seats and openly 
charged that he had induced her hus- 
band to join the Confederate army. The 
patriot entered no denial at that time. Hun- 
dreds of men are living who will testify to 
meeting Illinois men in the Confederate 
army who claimed that they joined the cause 
of the South with the assurance that LOGAN 
intended to cast his fortunes with them. If 
Mr. LOGAN was a staunch Union man all the 
way through, he had great difficulty at one 
time in making himself understood in South- 
ern Illinois. The fact is, GRANT himself 
came within an ace of joining the Confeder- 
dite cause in Missouri, and LOGAN was an 
open Southern sympathizer until, like SAUL, 
of Tarsus, his eyes were opened to the 
radiant glories of the true cause. The 
prompt tender of a colonelcy in_ the 
Union army turned his wayward toes in 
the right direction,and no amount of frothy 
speech-making in the Senate will ever ex- 
punge the record.

A Plea For Street Car Employes. 
ST. LOUIS, April 1, 18381. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As the strikes of the many Trades Unions are 
going the rounds of the country for an increase 
of wages, will you not oblige the many read- 
ers of your paper by giving informationin a 
tabulated forin of the hours and wages per day 
of the laboring class? If lam rightly informed 
carpenters are receiving $2 50 to $3, masons #i, 
plasterers $350 and pluinbers $4 fora day’s 
time of from eight toten hours, most trades 
and business in proportion, while street car 
drivers receive $1 50 and conductors $1 75, and 
the hours required of them to 
compose a day's work, you must know, 
are aiternatively from twelve to eighteen 
of actual service on the road, andthe time to 
retto and from the road makes the time 
nearer thirteen and nineteen hours; $1 50 for 
eighteen hours active duty, no rest for meals; 
two such days, thirty-six hours, for $5, or $l 
per day of twelve hours, pay rent,keep family, 
etc. If they want rest, have to lose time and 
pay, and rest they must have. The companies 
are more humane to their horses. They get a 
rest every few trips. Why dothey work at it? 
"Tis a question of bread and butter, shelter 
and clothing. Why notlive and let live? If 
the companies cannot afford to make less than 
40 per cent, let them increase the fare on their 
respective lines, and treat and pay their em- 
ployes like human beings tor their hard labor 
andexposure. The claim of the Cincinnati 
car. driver that he had no time to 
cultivate his family is uy matter 
of fuctto allemployes in that business. Ifa 
man cares not to work for anything but starv- 
ation and exclusion from all tamily and social] 
relations, then you can say that street car 
employes are contented, but of business, hon- 
or, humanrespect and pleasure they have 
none. Ifthe street car companies will not 
give their employes just compensation for 
their time and labor, then I say do as they are 
doing in other cities. Strike and get it.

Well, when 
your reporters and other intormants have had 
as much experience in road-building and

KOLLA WELLS 
was around the corner of Fourth and Olive 
streets for about a haif hour, and he claimed 
that there was not the slightest fear of a 
strike onthe part of his men, but this is 
denied by the committee, who 
elaim that the Olive street men 
are all with them. The arrangements for to- 
night’s meeting have all been attended to. 
The plaee is, as previously announced, in 
Turner Hall, and thetiwe 9p. m. All the 
men on the “short run,” or those 
who turn in before 9 o’clock, are expected to 
be in attendance. In order to get 
a full expression from all 
these eoneerned in the movement, 
committees visited allthe men at work this 
afternoen, and those who were unable to 
attend thé meeting to-night will be asked 
In one or two .cases 
the Superintendent attempted to initrfere 
with the committee’s work. A few men 
on . Olive street and several on 
Franklin avenue refused to go _ into 
the movement, but all the rest of 
the roads are united for action. 
The form of the demand which will be made 
to-night will be that the men shall work 
only twelve hours daily, the  pres- 
ent rates of wages being retained. 
If more hours than this are to be run, 
the demand is that the pay be 
at the rate of 12% cents for each 
hour additional. The meeting to-night will 
be publie and the drivers and conductors de- 
sire to state that any citizen who is 
interested in the movement is invited to be 
present... Several gentlemen have been in- 
vited to address the gathering and 
have accepted the invitation. The. 
men are very enthusiastic to- 
day and are confident of success. They 
rely greatly upon the faet that the public 
will sustain them in their action. 
Publicsentiment strongly leans toward them 
and professions of support are wide- 
spread from the patrons of all the roadg. 
The general feeling among the business man- 
agers and superintendents of the railways to- 
day was one of uneasiness, but they all claim 
that there is nothing in the movement.

HOW THE FOUNDLINGS DIE. 


A Couple of Pages of the Death List at 
St. Ann’s Asylum. 


In an article published in the Post-DIs- 
PATCH a day or two ago a sweeping condem- 
nation was made of the deadly bottle against 
which infant life has to battle and to battle 
unsuccessfully. The sttictures there made 
have met with some criticism among people 
who ought to know better, and consequently 
the following Statistics are given to show just 
what the bottle does with the child. 

st. Ann’s Asylum, Tenth and Biddle streets, 
js a charitable institution conducted for the 
benefit of women in trouble and for the 


nurture and cure of very young babies and 
foundlings.-[ts maximum capacity is 225, with 
an average of 200 children on hand all the 
time, and the Sisters certainly do all in their 
power to take proper care of their infant 
charges.

number of children is true, and 
naturally it as an assertion difficulty to verify, 
this gives the appalling death rate of 100 
percent at the asylum. The figures of 
course give a death rate of more than one 
hundred per cent, but that is theoretical; 
more children could not die than are brought 
in. It will be seen that the diseases named 
ire allthe result of insufficient nutrition in 
one shape or another. Inanition, marasmus 
and general debility are starvation. Convul- 
sions, fever and bronchitis follow in its train.

An Interesting Chat With Mr. J. 
. T. Burt. 


The Favorites for the Louisville and St. 
Louis Meetings. : 


Amid the clatter of hammers and jack 
planes in the new Turf Exchange of Ecker, 
Watts & Co., Mr. J. T. Burt, the turfman, 


| talked interestingly to a Post-Dispatca 


reporter this morning on the racing outlook, 
giving his opinion freely on the merits of 
various favorites. 

‘¢What is the great horse at Louisville this 
year?” he was asked. 

-Hindoo’’ was the reply promptly. ‘‘He 
promises to be the grandest three-year-old 
out if the judgment of good turfmen is worth 
anything. ‘He starts at Lexington in a couple 


of stakes there worth $5,000 to $6,000. His. 


next appearance will be at’ Louisville in the 
Kentucky Derby. He is now the favorite for 
that event, the odds having been cut down 


to1% tol. He will be managed by Jimmie 
McLaughlin, Luke  Blackburn’s' famous 
jockey.” 

‘‘We can’t see Hindoo here this season?’’ 

‘‘No. The Dwyers, who own him, take him 
and Charley Goram east from Louisville imme- 
diately after the meeting. They have him in 

rominent engagements at Baltimore. They 

wvers bought him from Swigert after his 
last race in Saratoga. He was all amiss there. 
Charley Goram goes with him as a compan- 
ion. Hace horses have to have company, and 
Hindoo works well with this one. He’s an 
old stager.’’ 

‘sHow does the number of. horses in train- 
ing this vear in Kentucky compare with last?’’ 

‘‘Weil,there are eighty-five good ones in the 
trainers’ hands. I predict that St. Louis and 
Louisville will see the grandest meetings they 
have ever had. ‘There will be more horses 
and the fields will be larger. The weather 
has been bad and the spring backward. The 
trainers have not had the time to work, and 
consequently there bas net been the amount 
of weeding out. This means large fields, 
more exciting sport and increased opportun- 
ity for speculation.” 

“Tell vou something about the favorites? 
There’s Bancroft of Milton Young’s stable. 
Heis first for the Louisville cup and for the 
Brewers’ cup as well. His action has 
changed fromthe three-year old form. He 
has got an easy way of going. Bancroftstarts 
at Nashville in a mile and three-quarters, all 
ages, for the Railroad stakes.”’ 

‘What else has Milton Young got this sea- 
son?’ 

‘His string includes an untried sister of 
Beatitude, called Beatrice. She is very prom- 
ising, and I consider her the best filly in Ken- 
tucky. Her tirst appearance will be at Nash- 
ville: then she wild be at Louisville, St. Louis, 
Chicago and go Kast.” 

“What about Himvar} and the various ru- 
mors that he is no longer a great horse’’’ 

“There is nothing inthem. Himyaris do- 
ing-as Well as he ever didin his life. If his 
trainer gets him in condition and he comes to 
the post, I question if any horse can beat him 
for the Merchants’ stake. He is very uncer- 
tain, itis true, and has been nicknamed ‘‘the 
unfortunate Himyar;’’ but I well remember 
that last fall at Louisville, in the one and 
one-eighth, 115 pounds up, he beat Montreal 
in 1:54%. Itis true, too, that he met with an 
accident when three vears old, but Maj. Thomas 
has taken good care of him and heis good 
get. {Major Thomas has also Ben Himyar, a 
fullbrother to Himyar. He’ll make his de- 
butat Nashville ina stake for two vear olds. 
Lelex, another of Major Thomas’ string, 
is prominent for the Kentucky Derby, the 
odds now being 7 to 1.” 

‘You look for some grand racing at Louis- 
ville?” 

“Yes, indeed. When such horses as Jim 
Malone, Long Taw, Himyar, Biue Eves and 
Menoun meet to win tbe cup the sport can- 
not be otherwise than grand. Then for the 
Merchants’ stake there are Kimball, Himvar, 
Checkmate, ‘Aluinde,and last bat not least, 
Jeems Mulone,’”? 

**What of Long Taw?’ 

‘*Heis doing as well as can be expected. I 
also hear nothing but good reports of Fel- 
lowplay. Green Morrisin wintering South, 
has had abundant opportunity for work and 
in that respect the Southern horses, have the 
advantage of Kentucky.” 

**Tyoes Tennessee present anything notable 
this season?” 

‘Yes; G. W. Dodd & Co. have a daughter 
of Arizona called Aranza; also Bontire, a 
brother to Bonne Carre. Malone has Longi- 
tude and Cree has Mary Anderson.” 

**Pretty much all the Kentucky stables will 
be here after Louisville?’? 

‘Yes, you might say all of them. Burn- 
ham hasthis year Brambaletta, a sister to 
Bramble, and Banter, a brother to Bombast. 
At the head of Mr. Williams’ glist is Check- 
mate andthen VeraCruz. Gen. Buford will 
have nothing; he has retired. His colors will 
be about the only ones missed here this 
year.

THE GAS COMPROMISE. 


Developing the Sentiments of the Mem- 
bers of the New Assembly. 


The gas compromise is already being 
talked atthe new Municipal Assembly. It is 
the understanding at the City Hall that the 
same propositions from the companies which 
were made tothe last Assembly will be re- 
newed. At any rate these same propositions 
are being talked ‘a perhaps with a view of 
developing the sentiment of the new mem- 
bers before the propositions are made. 

It is said that the compromise movement is 


in favor with five members to start 
with—President Parker, Councilmen Scud- 
der, Ziegenhein, Rowse and Kehr. Their 
previous connection with municipal legisla- 
tion has brought them all into relation with 
the question. 

The status of the House of Delegates is 
more of aproblem. There arc a dozen old 
members before that body, but the compro- 
mise never got before them for consideration. 
The gentlemen of the last House who had 
the proposition before them are all out. 
Ziegenhein being in the Upper House and 
Kirby and Cornelius not having returned. 

A favorite way of presenting the compro- 
mise argument to the new members is to 
direct attention to what would have been the 
result had the city accepted the St. Louis 
Gas Light Company’s proposition when made 
last June. It seems that taking into account 


| a dividend declared a couple of days ago the 


profits of the company made public since the 
first of Jast June amount to $360,000. The 


| proposed reduction of gas twenty-five cents a 


thousand contemplatea by the compromise 
would have reduced this amount to $300,000, 
The preferred profits for stockholders, $240,- 


| 000, would have left $60,000 to ¢o into the city 
| treasury. 


This, itis argued, has been lost 
to the city by not acceptiug 
the proposition, while the gas consumers are 
of course fout to the same figuer because the 
contemplated reduction did not take place. 

In a similiar wavit is fepresented that the 
city and gas consumers are being kept out of 


| agoodthing by delaying the acceptance of 


the Laclede Company’s propasition. That 
company’s offer was to pay into the city 
treasury $42,000 annually, and the proposed 
reduction would have lessened the amount 
taken by consumers in twelve months $35,000,

THE DECATUR STREET TRACK. 


Resistance to the Use of It by the Union 
Depot Company. 


Judge Thayer to-day is engaged with the 
car company conflict, South St. Louis Rail- 
round Company against the Union Depot 
Company. The track of the new road is about 


to be operated to its terminus on Sixth and 
Market steets, all the cars being in readiness 
and rolling stock in order for an 
opening on thelstof May. A very obstin- 
ate hitchihowever, is the stubborn resistance 
offthe Union Depot Company to any agree- 
ment for the use of its track on Decatur street 
between Russell avenue and Lafayette avenue, 
a distance of five blocks. The Union Depot 
Company takes its ground’ that the 
South St. Louis Company in or- 
der to reach the Market street 
terminus is not obliged to come through by 
way of Decatur street: that it can come in 
by way of Eighth street. The question before 
the court, therefore, is one of condemnation 
of the Decatur street track for the purposes 
of the new eomprnv. The hearing this morn- 
ing bore upon tie question whether the use 
of that portion of the Union Depot Compan 
track by the cars of the new company woul 
interfere with the traffic arrangement of the 
Union Depot Company. <A new time sched- 
ule would of necessitv be introduced. If the 
Court condemns this portion of the 
Union Depot Company’s track a 
jury will decide upon the 
damages to be assessed, and thus an arrange- 
ment between the two companies for the 
use of that portion of the 
track will be enforced. George A. 
Madill represents the kicking company, 
and Judge Gottschalk, with Ira Terry, are 
fighting forthe new company, whose track 
has been buried in the ground for years, lying 
useless by reason of the proceedings of hostile 
corporations. There is little doukt that the 
cars, however, will be running in afew 
weeks.
